Moscow Hears of Bombardment—

TOKIO, Monday, Sept. 9.—Rengo, 
News Agency gispatches from Har- 
Bin, Manchuria, today, said Po- 
franichnaya, at the eastern terminus 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
was bombed from the air and raided 
by Russian Soviet infantry Sunday | 
afternoon. 
Much of the city was burned. Resi- 
dents took refuge in cellars.

churia, that 1,000 Soviet soldiers at- | 
tempted an invasion near Dalainor, 
near the western border of 
churia, on Thursday evening. 
“Hard fighting with considerable 
loss on both sides’’ was reported in 
the resulting clash with Chinese de- 
fenders, which continued for twenty 
hours before the Russians withdrew. |

How many troops actually were 
near the front and ready for action 
is open to question.

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 8.—Dis- 
patches from La Paz and Asuncion 
indicate that both Bolivia and Para- 
guay have made reservations regard- 
ing acceptance of the Conciliation 
Commission’s suggestion that they 
submit the Chaco territorial dispute 
to arbitration. 

Both republics, apparently, are will- 
ing to forget the skirmishes of last 
December and renew diplomatic re- 
lations, which were severed then, but 
neither is entirely willing to trust 
the basic dispute to an arbitrator. 
Paraguay is willing to submit her , 
case to arbitration by the President | 


or Supreme Court of the United 
States and Bolivia is willing to sub- 
mit it to the World Court, but neith- 
er is willing to submit to arbitra- 
tion by a tribunal formed of their 
Latin-American neighbors. 

When they accepted the proposal 
for formation of a conciliation com- 
mission to study the responsibility 
for the Fort Vanguardia. incident, 
both Bolivia and Paraguay carefully 
stipulated that the commission’s,au- 
thority was not to embrace consider. 
ation of the territorial dispute itself. | 

The Conciliation Commission, after 
several months of study, has care- 
iully avoided a definite decision as 
to who is responsible for the Van- 
jfuardia incident. Like seconds in 
south American duels after the duel- 
ists have fired at each other and 
missed, the commission has recom- 
mended that they shake hands and 
announce that they are reconciled. 

No South American seconds would 
ever suggest arbitrating the basic 
question which caused the duel, so, | 
while Bolivia and Paraguay are will- 
ing to shake hands, the commission’s 
suggestion that they arbitrate finds 
the duelists without much precedent 
on which to base a decision. 

Like all South American boundary 
disputes, the Chaco quarrel has be- 
come the cornerstone of the internal 
politics of both republics. The Bo- 
livian Government is keeping, down 
opposition against it by promising 
that the country will win and hold 
the Chaco region. 

The Paraguayan Government, on 
the other hand, is also fighting its 
opposition by promising the country | 
that Bolivia shall not have one foot!

Coincident with and following 
the preparation of this review, 
representatives of the Citizens 
Union conferred with a wide circle 
of citizens, including political 
leaders, in an effort to find a can- 
didate qualified, and at the same 
time willing, to head an anti- 
Walker ticket in the city cam- 
paign. The executive committee 
of the union did not regard either 
of the two candidates who had 
announced their willingness to run, 
namely, LaGuardia and Hylan, as 
worthy. 

The early announcement by Mr. 
LaGuardia of his candidacy and 
his determination to wage, if nec- 
essary, a primary fight for the 
Republican nomination, had the 
very effect it was undoubtedly in- | 


tended to have. The Congressman 
appeared willing to go to any cx- 
treme to capture, the nomination. 
This was.exactly the reverse of the 
attitude of others who were being 
urged by independents to consider 
a designation from the unofficial 
Republican convention. The bel- 
ligerent attitude of the willing 
candidate worked effectively to- 
ward. keeping the field clear for 
him. 

There was nothing surprising 
about this. The situation was fore- 
seen by the Citizens Union months 
ago when it renewed at Albany its 
advocacy of amendments to the 
election law which would permit 
cities, at their option, to scrap na- 
tional political machinery in city 
elections and _ substitute a non- 
partisan system of nominations 
and clections. ' 


Genuine Fusion Difficult. 


Genuine fusion has always been 
difficult in New York City. It 
has been next to impossible since 
the enactment of the direct pri- 
mary law. The true independent 
balks’ at engaging in a rough and 
tumble pre-election battle for nom- 
ination by an organization which 
he regards as out of place in a 
municipal election anyway. Some 
of the more enlightened Republi- 
ean legislators at Albany recog- 
nized the force and common sense 
of the union’s;arguments last Win- 
2 Our latest experience should 
give impétus to definite action on 
the basis outlined by the union. 

The difficulties of the situation 
this year were, of course, aggra- 
vated by the growing public dis- 
trust of the local minority party 
leadership. The titular local lead- 
ers, practically without exception, 
are ‘“‘little’’ men, who look at 
everything, even a thing as mo- 
mentous as a municipal election, 
from a narrow, selfish viewpoint, 
gauging every issue and every in- 
dividual by the measure of their 
immediate personal interests and 
those of their political dependents. 
Their aspirations, like those of 
Tammany, are in the direction of 
spoils rather than service. Such 
a brand of leadership cannot in- 
spire confidence even among those 
who are disposed naturally to 
adopt existing party machinery as 
a means toward progress in city 
affairs. This lack of confidence, 
which has been cumulative, 
coupled with the prospect of a bit- 
ter primary contest, worked to- 
gether to stifle latent aspirations 
among qualified independents, 


The Republican Corvention. 


The Republican Convention at 
Mecca Temple 2n Aug. 1 had in- 
teresting features. The platform, 
presented by Alan Fox, contained 
an indictment of the Walker Ad- 
ministration which followed, in 
outline at least, the union’s own 
appraisal of existing conditions. 
It was embellished, of course, in 
the usual partisan fashion and its 
“pledges” that dealt with contro- 
versial matters were phrased with 
a vagueness calculated to discour- 
age conflict among such strangers 
as might mingle temporarily under 
the Republican tent. 

An amusing incident was Candi- 
date LaGuardia’s reference to the 
platform as_ containing some 
“quasi-LaGuardian’”’ planks, It 
would be interesting’ to have these 
identified. 

Emory R. Buckner held atten- 
tion in picturing the Walker Ad- 
ministration very much as the Cit- 
izens Union has seen it. Mr. Buck- 
ner voiced also an appeal for non- 
partisanship in city affairs which 
deserved a better setting. 

Then, with nothing else to do, 
the delegates cast their ballots for 
Mr. LaGuardia and were rewarded 
by a characteristic speech from 
the Congressman himself, who ex- 
pressed satisfaction at having sur- 
vived an orthodox Republican con- 
vention, assured the delegates he 
would win and told the district 
captains to go home and go to 
work with assurances of recogni- 
tion for diligence. 

So the municipal campaign of 
1929 began. 

Although independents were in- 
formally invited to offer sugges- 
tions prior to the convention, it 
cannot, of course, by any stretch 
of the imagination be labeled with 
the much-abused term ‘‘fusion.’’ 

The Citizens Union, therefore, is 
entirely free to make such recom- 
mendations to the voters concern- 
ing the nominees for city offices 
as it sees fit. The union’s execu- 
tive committee is requesting each 
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member of the city committee to 
express an opinion as to what the 
union’s attitude should be toward 
the nominees for each of the major 
offices. 

Po assist in reaching conclusions, 
the union’s executive committee 
has prepared the following state- 
ment regarding candidates for the 
major offices: 


The Mayoralty Candidates, 


James J. Walker’s record is fa 
miliar to our members and friends. 
He is a product of the old Tam- 
many. school but with the new 
Tammany label, plausible, witty, 


not overconscientious, willing to 
close his eyes to indications of st 
lest legal evidence may implicate 
| persons enjoying organization fa- 
| vor. The union’s appraisal of his ad- 
ministration characterized him as 
‘‘a Mayor with whom the claims of 
political and personal friends and 
associates come first. Only after 
and subiect to their satisfaction is 
the public good ecnsidered.’’ 
Fiorello H. LaGuardia began his 
public career in 1904. He was in 
the United States Consular Service 
from 1904 to 1906, in the immigra- 
tion service from 1907 to 1910, was 








a deputy State Attorney General 
in 1915 and 1916, was clected to 
Congress in 1916 and re-elected in 
1918. In 1917 he left his seat in 
Congress to join the United States 
Aviation Service, rendering distin- 
guished service on the Italian front 
until the close of the war. In 1919 
he was elected President of the 
Board of Aldermen, when his can- 
didacy had the endorsement of the 
Citizens Union. In 1921 he unsuc- 
cessfully contested the nomination 
of Henry H. Curran for Mayor in 
the Republican primaries. He was | 
again elected to Congress in 1922) 
and has been re-elected every two 
vears since. In 1924 he bolted the 
Republican party and was elected 
to Congress as a candidate of the 
La Follette-Wheeler Progressive 
group and the Socialist party. 

Mr. LaGuardia’s friends see in 
him a man of honesty. integrity 
and courageous independence. He 








has repeatedly been contemptu- 
ous of party leaders and party reg- 
ularity. On the other hand, many 
impartial observers view him as a 
political opportunist, ready to en- 
list under any banner that may en- 
hance his political fortunes. As a 
member of the Board of Estimate 
during the last two years of John 
F. Hylan’s first term, he was a 
sore disappointment to those who 
had hoped he might contribute ele- 
ments of sanity, dignity and con- 
structive deliberation to the pro- 
ceedings of the board. Instead, he 
was an active participant in the 
disgraceful brawls that featured 
the sessions during that period. 
He encouraged and echoed Hylan 
in the output of cheap clap-trap 
and blatant demagory that passed 
for declarations of policy, his 
voice at times drowning out 
Hylan’s own. After leaving the 
board he continued his friendly re- 
lations with Hylan, accepting legal 
assignments from the latter’s Cor- 
poration Counsel, and in 1925 ex- 
pressed willingness to support him 
if he became an independent can- 
date for re-election. 

In short, it is difficult to find in 
Mr. LaGuardia’s record anything 
tangible upon which to base hope 
that as Mayor he could formulate 
and adhere‘to a constructive pro- 
gram of administration. 





Bennett and Thomas. 


William M. Bennett is contesting 
Mr. LaGuardia’s designation in 
the Republican primaries. He is 
a. former member of the State 


Legislature. He has never held an 
administrative office. He must 
bear the odium of having headed 
the partisan opposition to the late 
Mayor John Purroy Mitchel in the 
Republican primaries of 1917, 
which helped to upset the fusion 
program of that year and to de- 
feat for reelection the best mayor 
New York City has had in genera- 
tions. He has been an unsuccess- 
ful contestant for the Republican 
nomination for Mayor in the two 
municipal campaigns since and for 
offices of lesser importance in 
other years. Mr. Bennett bases 
his contest this year solely on a 
“close the  speakeasies’’ issue, 
which at least “permits & more 
ready identification of his candi- 
dacy than has been the case on 
other occasions. - 

In contrast with the other candi- 
dates, the -personal qualities of 
Norman Thomas stand out. He is | 
a man of ability, learning and high 








ideals. Regardless of one’s esti- | 


mate of his party's platform, his 
sincerity and fearlessness make a 
particularly strong appeal in view 
of the lack of these qualities at 
City Hall at present. He would 
bring dignity and character to the 
Mayor’s office. He has had no ex- 
perience in public office, but if 
personal merit alone were to de- 
cide the contest, Mr. Thomas would 
win easily. 


Aspirants for Controller. 


Charles W. Berry, a physician by 
profession, came to this, his first 
elective office, best known for a 
distinguished military record, hav- 
ing served on the Mexican border 
in 1916 and later being cited for 
distinguished service in the World 
War, attaining the rank of Coloncl. 
Returning from France, he was 
commissioned a Brigadier General 
and appointed Adjutant General of 
the State by Governor Smith, sub- 
sequently becoming Commander- 
in-Chief of the New York National 
Guard. : 

In the union’s review of the 
Walker régime, Controller Berry 
was characterized as the adminis- 
tration’s ‘‘least politically-minded 
member.” His natural impulse 
has been to think independently 
and ‘to reach independent con- 
clusions. When he has been able 
to bring his colleagues into har- 
mony with these conclusions, they 
have usually been translated into 
action. The union has given Con- 
troller Berry credit for initiating 
most of the few important steps 
ahead taken by the Walker Admin- 
istration. On the other hand, he 
has. been unwilling to oppose 
actively his party colleagues when 
he has differed with them on im- 
portant policies, such as transit 
financing. ‘ 

Harold G. Aron is the Republican 
candidate for this office. It is his 
first candidacy for any public of- 
fice. He is an able lawyer and has 
been successful as a bank official 
and in other fields. His integrity is 
unquestioned. He has been active 
in Republican organization affairs 
in recent years. He has displayed 
a deep interest in city affairs, has 
taken part in investigations and 
disclosures of conditions in_ the 
City Government and directed the 
campaign of Frank D. Waterman 
for Mayor in 1925. He has been a 
member of the city committee of 
the Citizens Union. Mr. Aron un- 
doubtedly possesses qualifications 
for this office. 

Charles Solomon, the Socialist 
candidate, is a former Assembly- 
man who displayed talents as a de- 
bater. He had valuable experience 
as secretary of the former Socialist 
Aldermanic delegation. He has not, 
however, indicated qualifications 
for an administrative office of this 
importance. 


MeKee Called Passive at Times. 


Joseph V. McKee, after gradua- 
tion, taught at Fordham University 
and later was an instructor in his- 
tory at the De Witt Clinton High 
School. He served six years in the 
Assembly and was characterized 
by the Citizens Union as one of 
the city’s most useful representa- 
tives. Prior to election to his pres- 
ent office, he served on the city 
court bench. 

President McKee has considera- 
ble ability and a good’ understand- 
ing of city problems. He has fol- 
lowed the work of the Board of Es- 
timate closely, frequently indicat- 
ing an independent attitude toward 
projects coming before the admin- 
istration. On the other hand, he 
has been neither forcefyl mor ag- 
eressive in advocating his views 
in the Board of Estimate and, in 
the end, has usually assumed & pas- 
sive attitude when the. board’s

Algernon Lee, the Socialist can- 
didate, is educational director of 
the Rand School of Social Science. 
He led the Socialist delegation in 
the Board of Aldermen during 1915 
and 1919, displaying ability and 
forcefulness. Mr. Lee is undoubt- 
edly qualified to preside over a

| small, independent’ _ college the 
| teacher lives mostly to himself. He 
has few contacts with those in his 
' field who are leaders in research or 
| teachers of advanced knowledge. Re- 
search opportunities are rare for him. 
| He reads his journals and books, but 
| they are no substitute for personal 
contacts. He spends his time almost 
| wholly with immature student minds 
|}and unless he pulls stakes and gets 
out he is all too apt to get funny 
after a while.

ITO CONVASS STATE 
FOR FOREST FIRE LAW 


Forestry Association Plans Cam- 
paign for Amendment to 
Provide Emergency Funds. 





Special to The New York Times. 
| ALBANY, Sept. 8.—Plans will be 
/ outlined at a meeting of the New 
| York State Forestry Association, 
| inc., in the Capitol Wednesday after- 
/ noon to stimulate interest in fighting 
| forest fires, the only State-wide cam- 
paign that will be waged in the com- 
|ing election, The association's offi- 
cers propose to tell the people of the 
State of the import of a five-word 
amendment to he Constitution, 
which they are to vote upon in No- 
vember. 


The last two Legislatures adopted 
the concurrent resolution offered by 


| Assemblyman Clarence L. Fisher of | 
Lyons Falls, Levis County. It | 
|amends Section 3, Article 7 of the | 


| Constitution and provides that the 
| State may incur expense to fight for- 
| est fires. The law now recites that 
the State may contract bills to ‘‘repel 
invasion, suppress insurrection or de- 
fend the State in war.’ The five 
words which it is proposed to add 
are ‘‘or to suppress forest fires.’’ 
“This is a vital matter,”’ said As- 
semblyman Fisher, who was in Al- 
bany today, ‘‘but one concerning 
which the public knows little or 
nothing. The fact is, this legislation 
is vitally needed if the State is to be 
properly protected. Knowledge of 
this fact has only come to us within 
the past two years. In the past we 
thought the situation was being 
| properly cared for, because we be- 
lieved that the emergency fund pro- 
vided for in the law was available.”’ 
Mr. Fisher then explained that 
under Section 53 of the conservation 
law the State Controller, subject to 
the approval of the Governor, had 
authority to make a temporary loan 
of not to exceed $100,000 in any fis- 
cal year for the expense of fighting 
forest fires, providing the Conserva-

“Two years ago the Attorney Gen- 
eral ruled against an emergency ap- 
propriation for the Department of 
Agriculture and Markets because 
such a fund was not specifically pro- 
vided. for in the Constitution,” Mr.

Federation for First Time Takes 
a Stand on Wages Outside 
Civilian Employes. 


(SKS THAT CONGRESS ACT) 


Creen, In Letter to Summerall, 


Supports Recommendations of 
Interdepartmental Board. 


The American Federation of Labor 
‘rged in a statement yesterday that) 
he War Department and Congress | 
enable enlisted men and officers of 
the United States Army to receive 
the rises in pay recommended in 
the report of the Interdepartmental | 
Pay Board of last July. This is the 
first time that the A. F. of L. has 
taken a stand in relation to pay in 
the service except with regard to 
pay of unionized civilian employes 
of the army and the navy. 

The federation made public a let- 
ter addressed to General Charles P. 
Summerall, Chief of Staff of the 
Army, from William Green, the 
president, saying: ‘‘At a recent 
meeting of the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor 
consideration was given to the army 
pay bill, which provides for an in- 
crease in the compensation allowed 
officers and enlisted men in ac-| 
cordance with their classification. | 
The executive council gave its en-| 
dorsement and approval to this army | 
pav bill, with the suggestions that 
»“fforts be put forth to secure an in- 
crease for the enlisted men, 

‘Representatives of the American 
Federation of Labor will present its 
attitude in favor of the army pay | 
bill providing for increases to the | 
different Congressional committees 
and to the members of Congress.”’ 

In a statement Colonel Peter J. 
Brady, president of the Federation | 
Bank and Trust Company, a labor 
bank, declared that ‘‘this action 
demonstrates the warm and friendly 
feeling of labor toward the defensive 
forces of the nation. No longer will 
these men, both officers and enlisted 
men, be national orphans.

The radio sen:- | 
ing station of the National Broad-| 
casting Company. at Bound Brook, 
N, J., which on Saturday night was 
put out of commission for four 
hours by lightning, was again the} 
target. A bolt that burnt out two 
transformers struck there at 8:22 
last night and cut the broadcasting 
of a witches’ scene from Shake- 
speare’s ‘‘Macbeth”’ from the air. | 
The damage was repaired at 8:46. 

The conditions. which ended the 
drought here were duplicated all | 
over the country. With the excep- | 
tion of Hatteras and Norfolk, no 
Weather Bureau station in the 
United States failed to report rain. 
Evansville, Ind., was the wettest spot 
on the map with a precipitation of 
2.38 inches, and the entire sweeping 
line from Boston to: Salt Lake City! 
was marked by heavy rains. 

The storm here last night came 
after a day of sultry heat. When the 
rain stopped falling at 9:25 A. M. 
vesterday the temperature com- | 


menced a steady climb in muggy | 
atmosphere. 

Traffic crowded the roads and 
near-by resorts were thronged. Nu- 
merous visitors to the Croton water- | 
shed of the New York City water- | 
works saw that the water supply, | 
despite the four days of rain, still 
remained seven feet below the wide 
spillway of the big Cornell dam, a 
new low mark for recent years. The} 
lakes reaped some benefit, but most! 
of the rain was soaked up by the} 
parched earth. 

The storms of last night, however, | 
gave a more considerable benefit as | 
the rain fell on soaked ground and / 
found its way to the storage lakes. 


Freak Storm in Plainfield. 


A freak storm at Plainfield, N. J., | 
on Saturday night and yesterday | 
morning, greatly exceeded the 1.34 | 
inches of precipitation in the same | 
period here, totaling 3.17 inches, ac- | 
cording to Samuel K. Pearson, the | 
local weather observer.

heavy line of traffic. 

In Westchester more than 40.000 |

In City Laid to Negligence 


More than two-thirds of the 
4,692 accidental deaths in New 
York City in 1928 are ascribed to 
carelessness or negligence in an 
analysis made public yesterday by 
the Health Department. 

Motor accidents led with 1,075 
fatalities, many of which could 
have been avoided, according to 
Health Commissioner Wynne, if 
parents had insisted that children 
play in public parks instead of in 
the streets. 

Tiluminating gas claimed the 
next largest number of accident 
victims with 570 deaths, while 502 
persons we:c drowned. One- 
fourth of all the accidents were 
traced to homes, 

“We are able to combat dis- 
ease,” Dr. Wynne said, ‘‘and in 
many instances have succeeded in 
curbing it, but in accidental 
deaths we are almost powerless.

Between them they cared for 
scores of patients, doing all the work

cine and nursing. Today there is an 
army of 2,000 persons scattered | 
throughout the State of Connecticut, 


who owe their regained health to 
the institution developed by those | 
two; 


Part of that army came here today 
to show their appreciation. Relatives 
and friends of the former patients 
swelled the crowd here today to 
1,000. 


Each former patient wore a taz 
showing the year of his or her at- | 
tendance at the sanitarium and 


these tags ran from 1905 up to the 
present year. 
| Dr. Lyman himself first came here 
from Saranac Lake, where he had 
gone for

‘DRY LEADER DEFENDS 


Indiana Has Often Denounced 
Taking of Medicinal Liquor. 


Special to The New York Times. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. &. 
The Rev. E. S.. Shumaker, who as 
| superintendent of the Indiana Anti- 
Saloon Leaguc, obtained passage of 


a law which, if enforced, would 
|make Indiana the most bone dry 


| stand why anybody should notice 

the fact that he himself has been 
‘using a tonic containing 23 per cent 
| alcohol. 

The Rev. Mr. Shumaker has re- 
peatedly opposed use of whisky for 
imedicinal purposes, even in life or 
ideath cases. When asked if the al- 
cohol in the medicine were a stim- 
want, he asserted: 

‘Alcohol is never a stimulant. 
Furthermore, there is. no whisky in 
this tonic. One doesn’t take more 
than a teaspoonful of the tonic at a 
dose, and that much 
not affect a baby.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Shumaker last 
Winter abandoned his two-year legal 
fight and agreed to serve a sixty-day 
sentence on the State penal farm for 
contempt of the State Supreme 


Court. He hecame il! this Summer 
and was sent to a Battle Creek sani- 
tarium, where the tonic was pre- 
scribed. 


Because he could not get the pre- 
scription filled in bone dry Indiana, 
the Rev. Mr. Shumaker has been 
getting the tonic from the sanitarium 
since returning here. Hearing that 
alcohol was used in the tonic, al- 
though, he was informed, only as a 
preservative, the dry leader wrote to 
the sanitarium as follows: 

' “Pardon me if I mention one mat- 
ter that may seem a little awkward. 
You see by this letter head what my 

official position is. When our State 
went dry, it prohibited the use of 
any intoxicating liquors for medi- 
cinal purposes, except pure grain 
alcohol. I note that your ene 
has 23 per cent alcohol and it makes 
ime feel a little queer to take.it.”’

WANTS BIBLE USED | 
TO BOLSTER FAITH 


Dr. Alexander Says One Need 


Not Necessarily Be a Christian to 
Be in Communication With God. | 


Using the tenth chapter of the Acts 
of the Apostles as his text, the Rev. 
Dr. George Alexander in his sermon | 
at the First Presbyterian Church, | 
Eleventh Street and Fifth Avenue, | 
pleaded yesterday morning for the| 
use of the Bible in bolstering the 
Christian in his faith. 

The text, which was taken from the | 
thirty-fourth and thirty-fifth verses, 
is as follows: 

“Then Peter opened his mouth, and | 
said, Of a truth I perceive that | 
God is no respecter of persons: but | 
in every nation he that feareth him, | 
and worketh righteousness, is ac- 
cepted with him.’’ 

Dr. Alexander, commenting on the | 
text, said that it was full of move- 
ment and rich in the premonition 
that something was going to happen. 

he o¢currence which this quotation 
foretells is the announcement that | 
‘0d is not a respecter of persons, Dr. 
/:lexander said. 

“From this passage we can obtain 
three great truths,’’ he continued. | 
“The first one is that one must not 
necessarily be a Christian to be in| 
communication with God. Cornelius, 
the pagan Roman captain, was ac- | 
cepted by God for his righteousness, | 
his charity and his goodness. 

‘Some say that no one can com- 
tmunicate with God except through | 
the use of the Seriptures and unless | 
he has a faith in the sacrifice of | 
Jesus Christ. The answer to this is 
that any one may communicate with 
the Lord thorugh His holy spirit 
wherever, whenever and however he 
may. Abraham did not have a Bible. 
Yet he was in communication with 
God. All one needs is a faith and an 
upright life. 

“‘On the other hand, a second great 
truth may be learned from this text. 
Such a man as Cornelius, however, 
did meed the Bible. For when the 
angel came to Cornelius, did the 
angel not tell him to send for Simon 
Peter? The angel did not say, ‘‘Do 
not touch the Bible.'’ Instead, Cor- 
nelius was asked to send for some 
one who would be able to teach him 
the way of God. So Cornelius was

must strive to educate its children to} 
loathe war as an anchronism from a 
more barbaric age and must lead its 
forces behind the movement for in-| 
ternational outlawry of war. 

‘In the last great madness ten mil- 
lion solders were slain, five million | 
women were widowed, nine million 
children made orphans and twenty 
million permanently crippled. Two 
hundred million children for the next | 
three generations will be born physi- 
cally and economically crippled. 

“These atrocities are as nothing to 
the awful horror of a possible future 
war. The next war will be waged 
not on the trench-tortured battle- 
field but behind the front. The non-| 
combatants of the metropolitan area 
will be subject to a hailfire of poison 
gas and death-dealing bombs that 
will sink civilization. Militarists will | 
poison a city’s water supply and in a 
few hours completely ravage a na- 
tion. | 

“Truth is the first casualty of war. 
In the World War not a nation told 
the truth except when it was to its| 
advantage. 

“The World Peace Commission of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
which maintains activities in behalf 
of peace in thirty-four countries of | 
the world, has never been abk to 
prove the truth of one single story 
of Belgian atrocity. Those terrible 
tales of mutilation and crucifixion 
and rapine were completely false 
from start to finish. 

“The futility of war is 
lesson that must be driven home. 
War settles nothing. Within tweive 
months of the ‘war to end war,’ 
twenty-three different wars had 
sprung up over the world. Today, 
after the waves of idealism that led 
our armed forces to give up their 
lives to end war, the United States 


is spending more for future wars} 


every year than any other nation on 
the face of the globe. The war ‘to 
make the world safe for democracy’ 
finds Europe, ten years after, with 
dictatorships in Italy, Russia, Spain, 
oPrtugal, Albania, Poland and Yugo- 
slavia. 

“There is one way out of this mess 
of slaughter and chaos. For the 
first time the Church of Christ and 
the organized forces of law are 
united in the fight for world peace. 
Every signatory to the Kellogg peace 
pact has now signified its intention 
of ratification. It is now the duty of 
the United States to enter the League 


of Nations and the World Court and |

“Instead of being pessimists we 
should be optimists regarding the 
progress of Christianity,’’ said Dr. 
Melhorn. He

“What other organization says 
‘Come unto Me all ve that labor and 
are heavy laden and I will give vou 
rest’?”? asked Dr. Melhorn. ‘‘What 
other organization says to the sick 
‘Come to Me and be healed’?’’ 

He asserted that Christianity is the 
greatest power in the world 
and that its one purpose is the salva- 
tion of the human soul.

“Just as the perfect Church of God 
should be symmetrical in its dimen- 
sions, just so should the lives of the 
Christians who compose the church 
be foursquare and all-around in their 
development,’’ said the Rev. Dr. 

| Harry Lathrop Reed, president of 
| Auburn Theological Seminary, Au- 
burn, N. Y., in his sermon yesterday 
morning at the Collegiate Church, 
Seventy-seventh Street and West End 
| Avenue. 

Dr. Reed took as his text the de- 
scription of Jerusalem in Revelja- 
tions: ‘‘And the city lieth four- 
square and the length is as large as 


the breadth; and he measured the 
city with the reed 12,000 furlongs. 
The length and the breadth and the 
height of it are equal.’’ 

“These three dimensions of length, 
breadth and height,”’ he said, “‘are 
found in every Christian life. The 
line of length or beauty is illustrated 
by those who walk along the straight 
and narrow path, with their eeys 
moving neither to the right nor to 
the left. The line of breadth signi- 
fies broad-mindedness, liberality, 
charity and tolerance. The line of 
height or of spiritual life is typified 
by those mystics who look up into 
the heavens. 

“In the perfect Christian life these 
If the line of length 
is larger than the other lines, a per- 
son is apt to become what we call 
‘narrow.’ If the line of breadth is 
exaggerated at the expense of the 
| other dimensions, a person often be- 
comes too tolerant and too liberal: 
he leaps over fences not to get to 
the other side but just because they 
are boundaries. If the line of height 
is the largest, a person walks with 
| his head in the clouds, but with his 
feet not always on the ground.” 

Dr. Reed asserted that the ambi- 
tion of Christian men and women 
ought to be to lead perfectly sym- 
metrical lives. 

“The Church needs,’’ he said, 
“foursquare, all-around men and wo- 
men. If its members were all of 
this calibre, the Church would be 
perfectly symmetrical itself and the 
forces of the Church of God would 
be united in their fight against the 
forces of evil on earth.”’

State Controller Morris 8S, Tremaine 
announced yesterday that the State 
of New York will be in the market 
on Sept. 16 with a new issue of $28,- 
000.000 4 per cent notes, which will 
mature on May 15, 1930. The notes, 


which are issued for various State , 


improvement purposes, are in antici- 
pation of long-term bonds to be sold 
early next year. This will be the 
first issue to be sold by the State 
since March 6, 1928, when $22,500,000 
S'4s, 3°%4s and 4s, due serially from 
1°29 to 1978, was sold to a syndicate 
headed by the Chase Securities Cor- 


poration on a 3.69 per cent basis. 
It is understood that several benks 
in New York City and in other parts 


of the State have applied individual- 
ly for the entire issue, so that a 
heavy oversubscription is assured. 
The fact that the State is selling 4 
per cent eight-month notes while the 
United States Treasury is marketing 
an issue of 4% per cent nine-months 
certificates has led to a comparison 
of the respective interest rates, but 
cognizance must be taken of the fact 
that the state issue is very small by 
comparison with the $500,000,000 Fed- 
eral offerings. ; : 

In addition, there is some belief 
that the banks purchasing the State 
issue will receive some preference in 
the deposit of other State moneys, 
although the principal of the present 
Joan cannot remain with them‘ on’ 
deposit. Thus, to a certain extent 
the low rate of interest on the new 
issue will be equalized without addi- 
tional cost to the State.

In 
view of these circumstances, I have 
decided to finance the permanent 
projects of the State, usually paid for 
from bond moneys, by the issuance 
of $28,000,000 of notes, to mature in 
Jess than one year. These notes will, 
of course, be exempt from Federal 
and State income taxes and will be! 
legal investment for savings banks 
and trust funds in this State. 

‘Leading financiers have assured 
me the issue will be subscribed many 
times over. I wish to point out that 
in the circumstances the low rate 
of interest which these notes will 
carry indicates the high regard 
which investors have for New York 
State securities and the great 
scarcity of them at the present 
time.”’ 

Of the total issue, $1,500,000 will 
be in denominations of $10,000 and 
the remainder units of $50,000 each.

Texas crop. The crop in Oklahoma | 
suffered in almost as great degree. 
In States to the east of these serious 
deterioration also occurred, although | 
in most cases from causes other than | 
drought, mainly too frequent rains 
and the ravages of boll weevils and | 
other insect pests. It was on Texas, | 
nowever, that the main attention wa» 
centred because of the large pro- 
portion of the cotton crop produced 
there normally. 

While the Texas crop estimate has 
been reduced progressively — until 

some of the forecasts look ridicu- , 
lously low, even conservative men in| 
Texas regard the prospective cottun 

vield as little short of a disaster. A
